Increase of beauty in many places. 


yT is a matler of common knowledge that certain 
forms appeal more readily to the eyo than others. 
By a clever manipulation of light and shade and a 
proper porticning of the component parts an adver- 
tisement may be made to arrest the attention and so 
please our aesthetic sense as to merit the careful . 
perusal which all persons engaged in attracting the 
‘public attention so much desire. While on’ the 
other hand a haphazard assembling of equally clever 
matter may be passed, over on account of the mono- 
tone appearance which it presents to the cye. 
So great is becoming the power of the press and so 
increasingly stupendous are becoming the experidi- 
tures for advertising matter that a discussion of the 
underlying principles which conduce to grace and 
| beauty of form and consequently to interest on the 
part of the observer may not he out of place. More 
especially should such a discussion be of interest in view 
of the fact that the laws of beauty are universal and ap- 
plicable to many of the conetructive crafts as well as to 
printing and a more intimate working knowledge of them 
should-result ‘in increased beauty in many places. 


An analysis for beauty of elementary forms would 
eventually lead us to the spiral or serpentine line as the 
one possessing the most grace. Hogarth’s line of beauty, 
with which many artists are familiar, but few know the 
origin, is but a simple modification uf the serpentine wave, 
the beauty of which is exemplified in winding paths or 
tortuous brooks. But as the curved line is, generally 
speaking, beyond the possibilities of the typographer, 
the discussion must be limited to an examination of the 
forms with which we have to work, 


Given a certain amount of copy, the work of pro- 
ducing a graceful and pleasing design falls under three 
heads: The size and quality of the stock or paper on 
which we wilt print it; the general form.or design which 
we will use, and the contrasts and gradations of tone 
which by proper selection of materials we may secure. 


Before discussing each of these in detail-it will be 
necessary that we have some standards or laws on which 


“to base: our. acceptance or rejaction_of the various com- 


binations which we may find it possible to use. 


The first of these laws is fitness. By fitness we mean 
that the object must be designed with due consideration 
of the use to which it may be put. It must be large 
enough to avoid the appearance of skimpiness and yet 
not bulky enough to denote extravagant. waste. A 
dwelling which to our accepted standards appears too 
small for human habitation is a subject of mirth especial- 
ly when situated in the midst.of larger and more com- 
fortable houses, while a similar house much reduced in 
size but designed to shelter dolls excites no comment. 
Similarly a horse with the body and limbs of a racer but 
the head and neck of a truck horse would offend the eye 
by its incongruity. 


The second law is uniformity. Articles piled, stacked 
or placed uniformly are always more pleasing than similar 
things strewn haphazard. No further elaboration of this 
law seems necessary, eave to note that while uniformity 
is greatly to be desired, it does not in itself contribute 
much to beauty. A straight line is a model of uniformity 
but is not of itself very beautiful. 


The third principle is quantity, for much as we may 
disparage undue extravagance of size, it cannot be denied 
that bodies sometimes appal us by their very magnitude. 
Large buildings and mountains command our attention; 
likewise a full page ad. will often receive more comment 
than the subject matter deserves, 


The fourth law is that of intricacy. The active mind 
desires employment. The love of pursuit, merely as 
pursuit is implanted in our natures, consequently the eye 


. has a sort of enjoyment in following the ins and outs of a 


design, no matter. what form they may take and any 


‘combi:sition of lines: which will-lead the eye a chase is 


assured of at least that much attention. 


The fifth law is symmetry. Balance we must have, 
as the mind is always fearful of anything that has the 
appearance of toppling. A scale with only one arm 
would at once appeal to us as useless or a boat with out- 
hanging masts on one side would give us a sense of 
insecurity. Hence we desire complctencss or at least 
some counter to overhanging weight. 


But.the last and greatest of all these laws is variety. 
Without variety we have little or no art and nature her- 
self furnishes so many examples of the necessity of this 
trait that discussion seems unnecessary. 


Returning to the question of material on which to 
work, the nature of the work generally determines the 
quality and physical characteristics of the paper we will 
use. It need not, however, determine the size nor the 
proportion. The size should be regulated by the pos- 
sibility of receiving.the subject matter set in a type 
which is*easily readable anda sufficient margin allowed 
for design and variety of tone... The proportions are 
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arrived at by different methods. With four possible 
forms t> chesce from we must at once eliminate the 
circle and the triangle, which, though both possessing 
beauty in themselves are not within the range of 
mechanical possibilities as a general rule. This leaves 
us the square and the rectangle. 


The square, as will be seen from the accompanying 
illustration possesses some elements of beauty. It has 
uriionmese, Rezsinetry, may have fitness and can have 
quantity, but it lacks the very essential element of variety. 
It will be noticed that the oblong rectangle possesses all 
the good qualities of the square, but in addition has 
variety. Consequently the rectangle will be our choice. 
But si (ve sasfengle is better than the square, rectangles 
of certain proportions will doubtless be more pleasing 
than others. Suchis the case and here we must abandon 
logic and revert to observation and experience. Note 
the three forms above, The centre one will probably 
appeal to you as the most graceful. It has been chosen 
by so caany people from among numerous similar forms, 
that its identity is no longer questioned and it only re- 
mains to determine the proportion as simply as possible. : 
It has been found that the longer side is the diagonal 
of a square dascribed on the base. Mathematically the 
square T20¢ cf twice the square of the base will give you 
the right length for the side, or more easily. describe 
a square on the base or width of the size determined on 
and the diagonal will be the proper length. This is not 
a “golden section” which we will speak of iater, but it 
approxamatas % very closely and for convenience iii fold- 
ing it answers the purpose of the worker in paper much 
better.. This formula is well known to glass manufac- 
turers, but of the many industries where it might be 
applied they seem to be the only ones at present using 


For many reasons paper sizes and advertisments can- 
not always be made to conform.to this law, but it must 
be remembered that the closer they approximate it, the 
more pleasing will be the result. 


Ana now, having determined an esthetic proportion 
for our canvas, the form of the picture should next claim 
our attention. Variety is the real essential in this work. 
The space may be panelled to good effect, the panels 
imny he cantrasted with circles or ovals where cuts are 
usea ur squeres may if properly arranged be used to 
advantage. If panels are used they should be made ta 
conform to the law of the “Golden Section”; that is: the 
side should be to the end as the side plus the end is to the 
side. This is a simple formula but it often works out in 
frautorss: @et Tar only be approximated generally speak- 
ing, as for instance: 5:3::8:5.:° (Multiplying the 
extremes we get 25 and from the_means 24.) 


But the ideal form for a layout is the pyramid or 
trangia. Ist sacsesses uniformity, symmetry and variety, 
and cannot as a rule be passed over with a_ glance. 
Rather the eye will follow its outlines in an endeavor to 
find an end or the sharpest corner. In typography the | 
pyramids are of course inverted, but the peculiar psycho- 
logic effect remains the same. In support of this theory, 
one <P Get bese? works of sculpture the world*has ever 
known gives us a notable example. In this great work 
“Laocoon Torn by the Serpents,” the authors chose to be 
guilty of the absurdity of making the sons of half the 
father’s size; though they have every other mark of being 
designee far sata, rather than not bring their composition 
within the boundary of a pyramid. 


In conclusioi we might say that while you may not 
be interested in artistic considerations, you owe it to 
yourec’ tv get the most value possible for the money 
yet are cpending in advertising. The study of form hag 
only recentiy come to the attention of the advertising 
experts ‘and specific tests have shown that it has a value: 
hitherto unsuspected. {

Construotion work on the Canadian 
Northern Jines west and north of the 
cily and a.constanl increase in the 
amount of traffic on the line from Win- 
nipeg has necessitated a large increase 
in the. facilities for handling — roiling 
stock and engines in the yards at Ed- 
monton.

Of Momentous Importance. 

With the single exeeption of Geltys- 
burg, there is probably no Civil War 
anniversary so momentous; for the 
first battle of Bull Run, according to 
the generals who fought in it, not 
only initialed the country into war, but 
its effects, mistakes and lessons were 
felt clear through to Appomattox. 

About eighteen thousand: men were 
engaged on each side. The official re- 
ports give the union casualties us nine- 
teen officers aud 462 men killed; 54 
officers and 947 men wounded. and 
1176 men captured, The confederate 
losses are unknown, as there were no 
records kept. 

Of the eighteen thousand men en- 
Seged searce a’ handful remain today 
to take part in the celebration. Mme 
has wiped out whole, companies and 
mustered regiments now present bul a 
few survivors. It is not probable, 
therefore that this history of the Uni- 
ted States will ever .again chronicle 
such a meeting belween the Blue and 
Gray as that which wil Itake place to- 
morrow, and for this reason every ef- 
fort has been madv to make it one to 
be remembered by posterity.

These,manu- 
script will be on exhibition fn the 
Manassas public library and will'be fin- 
ally removed to the new Carnegie li- 
brary in New York clly, where they 
will be preserved, forever, as relics of 
men who passed through the. greatest 
crigis in th. history of th United States. 

These, postals and letters have heen

Bal China has besun to realize that 
hier future resis largely upon her abil- 
ity fo reseue her teeming millions from 
the blisht of the opium habit. She is 
trying: lo shake off the habit which has 
Dound fier to her past, which has kept 
the: people overing on the brink of 
starvation, hes diminished their energy, 
banished national ambition, and put her 
far behind Japan in the mereh of mod- 
ern proeress. Owing lo the vast tracts 
of Chinese soil whieh were given up 
exclusively to opium, the Chinese have 
gone without breadstufis and have suf- 
fered depopulating famines when the 
available food supply was lessened for 
any reason. The vitality of her people 
has Deen diminished, not alone by the 
opium habit, but also by imperfect 
nourishment, even in normal years, It 
js this condition whieh the Chinese 
governmenc js struggling to evercome. 
Against the immediate Joss in revenue

Closing Opium Dons

In other citles 3,000, 
2,000 to 1,000, while in 100,000 mar- 
kot towns the dens have been effective- 
ly put out of business, About 2,000,- 
000 places in all have been closed. 
Shops neglecting to comply wilh con- 
ditions of prohibition have been sealed. 
One wholesale place {s said to have 
suffered the loss of §1,850 a day. ‘The 
shrinkage In revenue Is serious, but 
the altitude of the government Is that 
it will not seek to satisfy its hunger or 
quench Its thirst hrough the baneful 
poison of a great curse.
